Special meetings 
are being held at which Mr. Young 
discusses “A Review of Standard 
Orchard Heating Practices,” The 
only meeting in this area will be 
held in the Abraham Lincoln 
school in Pomona Monday night. 
Other meetings are planned for 
Covina and other more distant 
citrus centers, 

‘““All of our growers who face a 
frost hazard should attend one of 
these meetings,” stated M. B. 
Rounds, county farm adviser at 
Pomona. “Temperature records 
for the past 30 years indicate that 
there is little chance for a win- 
ter season as mild as the last one.

Results of thése intensive cam- 
paigns are expected to remove 
from storage hundreds of cars of 
citrus fruit, thus improving the 
market and the local conditions.

is outside the boundaries of the

EXTENSION LIMITED

the present district area within

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Independent Congress Needed 

One great need of the country at this time is a Congress 
that is not made up chietly of “‘ves men. Kver since the 
Roosevelt administration came into power it has been the at 
titude of the President that every member of Congress should 
“‘step to his music’ ’—otherwise the ax weould be brought 
down on their necks. There has been of late a breaking away 
by a number of the legislators from this grip of the President. 
It is being realized more than ever that his policies are far 
from right on many things—-and some Democratic le@islators 
are thinking for themselves and making known their attitude. 
The following comment by the Christian Science Monitor 
shows the trend toward a more independent Congress: 

“There is every prospect that what Herbert Tloover 


chiefly appealed for at Hlartford Monday night will be 


provided by the November clections. The coming Con- 
gress will be more independent of the President. Failure 


of the presidential ‘purge’ in the Democratie primary and 
indications of Republican gains in several states assure 
such a result. It should be gratifying to every citizen who 
sees the importance of redressing the balance in the 
American system of goternment. 

“Yet there is much more to be done in the way of re- 
establishing congressional independence. And it would 
be well to recognize the forms which dependence takes. 
Mr. Roosevelt's control rested on three things. First was 
the emergency. Recent sessions have seen that influence 
fading. Second was the President’s personal popularity. 
It was good politics to support his programs. According 
to recent polls of publie opinion this popularity is still 
very great although there is much questioning of presi- 
dential methods. 

‘The third factor was control of Federal funds, partic- 
ularly the allocation of relief grants. Members of Con- 
gress often rest their own popularity at home upon the 
amounts of money they ean get for their districts or 
states from the Federal treasury. Under the present 
set-up they can be rewarded or penalized by the Execu- 
tive in the distribution of such funds and may be influenc- 
ed accordingly. That is the most deeply disturbing ele- 
ment in the situation. And it is one which threatens to 
be more permanent than the others. It opens the way to 
abuses, whatever party is in power. 

“The first remedy is to end executive allocation of 
funds. A more fundamental reform is to end the depend- 
ence of local communities on the Federal government. As 
long as that exists Congressman will be dependent on and 
chiefly representative of pressure groups who seek Fed- 
eral grants. The key to an independent Congress is an in- 
dependent and self-reliant electorate.”’ 

That there is ‘‘executive allocation of funds’’ is shown by 
the following extract from a recent speech by Congressman 
John Dockweiler of Los Angeles, who brazenly announced that 
California should elect Mr. Olson governor and send to Wash- 





ington a solid delegation of Democrats because of the effect 
upon allocation of federal funds. Congressman Dockweiler 
said: 

‘‘Nobody knows better than myself, because of my ex- 
perience in Washington as a member of the all powerful 
eommittee on appropriations, as one of those high in of- 
fical circles, as the President’s chief assistant Demoeratié 


whip, as having served on many of the important special 
committees of the House of Representatives; none knows 
better than myself of how much Federal money and Fed- 
eral attention California has been deprived. t hat extent 
California has suifered the loss of many benetits that a 
Democratic administration might have showered upon 


California had California seen fit to elect a Democratie gov- 
ernor and a Democratic administraton during this period. 

“It might seem silly to mention that a situation of this 
kind could arise, but I say to you frankly and to all those 
listening to my voice that were it not that California had 
the sense to send a sufficient number of Democratie Con- 
gressmen to Washington during this period, California 
pould not have received the Federal attention that the im- 
portance of this state would have originally demanded.”’ 
And in commenting on Mr. Dockweiler’s address the San! 

Bernardino Sun appropriately says: 

**So it is true, Mr. Dockweiler, that huge Federal ex- 
penditures are so handled as to attempt to buy outright 
entire states and to attempt to punish the people of those 


states which refuse to obey political suggestions from 
Washington? 
“If the things go on at Washington which Mr. Dock- 


weiler brags do go on, then the great republic of the 
United States is headed for destruction. It cannot survive 
such retrogression of public morals in high places.’’

More Ballot Propositions 


One thing that should be instrumental in causing a voter 
to decide whether he shall vote for any proposition or not 
are those who favor it and those who are against it. 
Take for instance Proposition No. 1 on the November 8 bal- 
lot: Opposed to it are the Communists, the C. I. O., Harry 
Bridges, the emissaries in California of David Beck, the Seat- 
tle boss; and every labor racketeer and agitator in the state, 
it is pointed out by the Committee of 1000. Other organiza- 
tions misleading the public by using various patriotie sound- 
ing names—but in reality of the Communistic order—are also 
against this proposition. The proposition would regulate 
picketing in a similar manner to which the citizens of Los 
Angeles voted some months ago. The vote by which it ecar- 
ried in that city is evidence that labor as well as other voters 
favored it at the polls. The measure would not prohibit pick- 
eting, but would regulate that activity in a way favorable to 
labor as well as the general public. Both labor—union and 
otherwise—is tired of mass picketing, hiring of thugs, goon 
squads, sit-down strikes and the like, which have given or- 
ganized labor a black eye. This measure will give labor an 
opportunity to express itself in this regard—and it is freely 
predicted they will vote for it in such numbers that it will 
earry, thus freeing itself and others from unjust and unfair 
control, 

A *‘Yes’’ vote is also recommended on Proposition No. 5, 
which will require fishing boats that supply floating reduction 
plants or other plants beyond state jurisdiction to secure per- 
mits from the state Fish and Game commission in order to 
operate in California waters; it will prevent evasion of Cali- 
fornia conservation laws, assure the people of the state pro- 
tection of our natural resources, prevent waste and depletion 
and enable fisheries to be maintained at the maximum safe 
yield with highest economic return without endangering the 
future supply. At the same time it does not hinder legitimate 
fishery industry, nor decrease the supply of fish or fishery 
products.

Flood control surveys on 
streams, including the Mojave 
valley, Santa Ana, Cucamonga 
Waterman canyon, Lytle creek 
and the San Antonio canyon, are 
nearly completed. 

The cooperation of the flood 
control committee and the board 
of supervisors will be sought to 
expedite the request for a $51,- 
000,000 authorization when Con- 
gress convenes in January.
